An. interesting sketch headéd “ Foreigners 


“in China” recently appeared in the ‘Qmce, 


Having reviewed the courae of event in the- 
earlier days of foreign intercourse, and the 
circumatences which led-up-to the operations 
culminating in the conclusion of the Tregty of 
Nanking, the writer zoes on to aay :— But. 
although’ the ‘Treaty of Nanking waa 4 great: 
triumph, and notwithstanding that the pos 
session of Conaula and of a naval station’ in 
Hongkong rendered it impousible that tha 
trade should over lapse into the disgtacefal 
condition of, the previous century, the quos- 
tion was very far from being sottled ; and the 
arroganco of the Obinesé authorities revived 


*. with tho disappearance of the danger which 


had compélled thom to ‘realize: the plain 
facts of the situation. The annals of the 
* period between 1842-and 1856 aro full of 
constant cases of friction’ between the op- 
posite.races, and afford ao evidenco that the 
Chinese Government regurded the foreignera 
with leas dislike and distrast than befora the 
Treaty of Nanking. The notorioua Arrow 
“cago was only the Inat of a long, liet of grie- 
vances against the Chiness officials, who 
throw every impediment in their power in 
the way: of foreigners, aud who rofused to 
avilitatethe—nrettloindnt of thé” simplost 
questions of procedure. The seizure of the 
loreba Arrow was undoubtedly an act with- 
* out warrant or justification ; but it would 
have been settled at once had the Chinese 
felt disposed towards peace. Commissioner 
Yeu was seized with an unfortunate zeal 
against the ‘foreign devils,’ aud thought to 
carry matters with a high hand, in emulation 
_ Of bia predecessor Liv. Once the rupture 
came, fresh chargos and countercharges were 
brought upon both sides, and the antipathy 
which had been acquiring intensity during 
14 years roveal@d itself iu the plainest man- 
ner.” Then followed tha second and third 
wars, and the Treaty. of Tientsin: and. the 
Peking Convention. Friction was not at an 
end, bowever, The Tientsin masasere and 
the murder of Mr, Maraasy followod, and 
. lees than-two montha ago we had the riot al 
‘Canton, which forcibly brought home. to for- 
aigners the fact, apt to be lost sight of when 
everything ia goingon smoothly, that they are 
dependent for the meintenance of their posi- 
tion in China on the diaplay of forces, by 
their Governments, eran if the active erercive 
of that forca be not necessary, Tho Times
